The grand lodge of 
Masons, in 
session in Indianapolis, today, voted 
to build the state home for indigent 
Masons, their widows and orphans at 
J effersonville, which had a better of­ 
fer than any of the six competitors 
for the home. 
Crawfordsville re­ 
ceived 
the 
second 
largest 
vote, 
Franklin third, Bedford fourth, and 
-Zionsville and 
Rushville were last 
with thirteen votes each. 
J ames E. Watson 
presented 
the 
claims of the Ruskille Masons for 
the proposed home. 
The close prox­ 
imity of Rushville to Indianapolis anc 
the good rail connections making in 
easy rea^h where the major points of 
favor that Rushville advanced. They 
also offered a bonus of ten thousanc 
dollars and presented options on sev­ 
eral sites which could purchased for 
prices ranging from $125 to $200. 
At Crawfordsville a tract of 200 
acres, lying adjacent to Wabash Col­ 
lege and overlooking its atheltic field, 
can be purchased for $200 an acre, or 
seventy or more acres from the tract 
obtained at $250 an acre. 
A bonus 
of $10,000 was offered by the Com­ 
mercial Club of Crawfordsville. This 
site is described as an ideal location. 
Moses F. Dunn and his sister of 
Bedford have offered a portion of a 
tract of 36 8 acres, 
near 
Bedford, 
with the restriction that 
no 
stone 
quarries shall be opened upon the 
land for a period of 20 years. 
The 
site is appraised at $35,000. 
Water 
from one spring on the land is said to 
contain medicinal properties similar 
to the West Baden and French Lick 
waters. 
The local lodge of 
Franklin has 
offered to the Grand Lodge either of 
two tracts near the city, one of thirty 
aeres, valued at $17 5 an acre, and 
one of fifty-three acres, less desir­ 
able, but at the same total price. 
Franklin College makes this location j 
as desirable from 
a 
standpoint of 
educational surroundings as that of 
Crawfordsville. 
The central location and accessi­ 
bility of Zionsville is its principal in­ 
ducement. No bonus is offered. Land 
may be purchased from $125 to $17 5 
an acre. 
No gas or 
water 
supply 
would be afforded, but electrical cur­ 
rent could be obtained at a reason­ 
able price. 
An estate that by March 1, 19 16 , 
will have a value of $300,110 
was 
deeded to the Grand Lodge by J ames 
A. Holt of J effersonville at his death, 
providing the home should be located 
there. 
This estate consists of busi­ 
ness property in Louisville and 
a 
farm of 7 42 acres near Lexington, 
Ky. The J effersonville lodge has ob­ 
tained options on several sites loca­ 
ted on the 
bluffs 
overlooking 
the 
Ohio river to be held available in case 
the Holt proposition is accepted. This 
land can be purchased at from $100 
to $17 5 an acre and. is celebrated for 
its small fruits and vegetables. It is 
also convenient to Louisville and J ef­ 
fersonville as supply centers. 
O. E. Holloway, C. V. Cravens and 
J W. Dunbar, trustees of the Grand 
Lodge, presented their reports on the 
proposed location 
of the Masonic 
home. 
In presenting their report the trus­ 
tees say in part: 
« The board would have no hesita­ 
tion in recommending J effersonville as 


the ideal site from all standpoints of 
OMttaMd « •

Information from Newcastle is in J 


effect that the permanent band stand 
on the court house lawn at Newcastle 


cost $350 
This information was ob­ 


tained to get an idea of how much it 


would cost to erect a lasting stand 


here on the court house lawn. 
The 


Newcastle stand is a structure that 


will last for years. 
It is pointed out 
that Rushville would 
not 
need to 
spend near so much money, and still 
get a stand that would last for years 
to come. Many Rushville people have 
seen the Newcastle bandstand 
and 
know what a permanent affair it is. 
The agitation for regular summer 
band concerts has been carried 
on 
more or less every spring, but has 
never taken on 
definite form. 
This 
year there has been much speculation 
on the topic and it is not at all im­ 
probable that something may result. 
Many merchants favor this method 
of entertaining people and attracting 
crowds to “ Big Wednesday” the pop­ 
ular bargain days. 


the gallon since last year. 
Accord­ 
ing to these figures, oil 
cost 
only 
three-quarters of a gallon last year 
because the lowest bidder offered to 
put it on this year for six cents a 
gallon. 
In addition to this, it had 
been 
learned 
from 
authorative 
sources 
that oil has increased just a cent on 
the gallon since last year. 
If the Ohio Construction Company 
bid should be accepted and the plans 
and specifications changed so as to 
provide for a half 
gallon 
to 
the 
square yard, the cost 
to 
property 
owners would be five cents a lineal 
foot where the streets are the stand 
ard width, thirty feet. 
This is what 
evervone expected the price to be. It 
was four cents a lineal foot last year, 
and the contractors wasted a good 
deal of oil because everyone did not 


oil. 
The city attorney says that if the 
plans and specifications are changed 
it will be necessary to go through the 
preliminaries of advertising for bids. 
This will 'cause a loss of three weeks 
or more. It is pointed out, however, 
that the council can order the plans 
and specifications changed and the 
property owners can 
have 
their 
streets oiled by private contract and 
avoid the delay. Then the law could 
| be used to compel people who would' 
not oil voluntarily. 
The city engineer was 
told, wThen 
he drewr up the plans and specifica­ 
tions, that a gallon to 
the 
square 


yard was too thick. He declared that 


it would not be too much 
when the 
streets had been torn up because the 


oil would be taken up rapidly when 


the surface 
was 
loose. 
But 
the 
specifications call for spreading the 


oil on a smooth surface, only where 


the city sees fit to tear up the streets 
in order to make them level. This will 


have to be done only on about four­ 


teen blocks. The specifications, then, 


are made to apply to a very small 


per cent of the whole that is to be 


oiled. 


The five thousand dollar damage 
suit of Mrs. • Sarah E. Barrett 
of 
Greenfield against the Terre Haute, 
Indianapolis and Eastern 
Traction 
company came to trial today in the 
circuit court. 
The case was sent 
here on a change of 
venue 
from 
Hancock county. 
Mrs. Barrett was 
injured May 14, 19 11, when an auto­ 
mobile in which she was riding was 
hit by a traction car at the intersec­ 
tion of Franklin and Main streets, 
Greenfield. 
A jury* was secured this morning 
without much difficulty. 
Mrs. Bar­ 
rett in her complaint alleges that the 
car w as going at an excessive rate of 
q>eed and that 
because of shade 
trees along the street the driver of 
the machine was unable to see the 
approach of the car. 
The plaintiff 
is sixty years of age and alleges to 
have 
been 
permanently 
injured. 
Many witnesses are to testify and 
the trial will probably take two or 
three days. 
Neighbors of Mrs. Barrett testified 
that the traction car was going 18 
miles an hour as it approached the 
cross street. 
After the car hit the 
automobile it was stopped within its 
length. 
Physicians 
who attended 
Mrs. Barrett were the principal wit­ 
nesses in the case today. Mrs. Bar­ 
rett claims to have 
been made a 
cripple for life on account of the ac­ 
cident.

Among the acts of the last legisla­ 
ture is the following: 
Section 304. All able-bodied male 
prisoners, sentenced to any 
county 
jail or workhouse, while held for pun­ 
ishment, or the non-payment of fines 
or costs whether the judgment em­ 
braces also imprisonment or is for a 
fine and costs only, may be put at 
hard labor upon the public wharves, 
streets, alleys or other thoroughfares 
or public grounds in any city or town 
in the county where convicted or up­ 
on any public road or highway there­ 
in, or upon any other public 
work, 
under such rules and regulations as 
the board of commissioners shall pre­ 
scribe; 
and the sheriff or custodian 
of such prisoners shall obey all such 
rules and regulations 
If the county commissioners will 
peruse the foregoing law they can 
see without any hesitancy that the 
law provides that the men who aie 
confined in the county jail 
can 
be 
placed at work o nthe county high­ 
ways. 
The commissioners have said 


1 hat it would be too great a loss to 
the county for the prisoners to crack 
stone but with the law granting them 
power to let the prisoners go to other 
;owns in the county and w’ork on the 


3ublic highways one of the wTould-be 
obstacles is done away with. 
Many 
complaints have been made of 
the 
condition of the 
county 
highways 
since the recent flood and if these 
men could he put to work a 
great 
amount of money could be saved for 
the county. 
Then again, if the commissioners 


feel like they would 
like 
to 
place 
some flowers in the court house lawn 
it could be accomplished at a smaller 


cost than in earlier years because 


the labor would cost them nothing, as 


the law provides that the prisoners 


can do that sort of the work.

According to ey ewitnesses, Ehrmann 
was hav ing an altercation with one of 
the women strikers who were standing 
on picket arou nd the Ehrmann ov erall 
factory when Wade sou g ht to inter­ 
fere. 
W ade’s interference came at a 
ju nctu re when Ehrmann, it is alleg ed, 
had slapped the woman in the face. 
When Wade approached Ehrmann and 
rem onstrated, Ehrmann withou t fu r­ 
ther talk, is said to hav e drawn the 
rev olv er from his pocket and killed 
Wade. 
Both Ehrmann and Frederick A. 
Reckert, secretary and g eneral mana­ 
g er of the company , were placed u n­ 
der arrest, the former charg ed with 
mu rder in the first deg ree; the latter 
held u nder a charg e of su spicion of 
mu rder. 
Ehrmann admits the shoot­ 
ing , b u t declares he acted in self- 
defense. 
Ey ewitnesses say , howev er, 
that Wade was killed delib erately and 
withou t prov ocation. 
Reckert, the g eneral manag er of the 
factory , at different times complained 
to the police reg arding alleg ed u nfair 
tactics employ ed b y the striking wom­ 
en, and less than a week ag o annou nc­ 
ed his intentions of closing the factory 
and leav ing Terre Hau te.

Chief Figures in Libel Trial.

M arq uette, Mich., May 28 .—A brief 
opening statem ent to the jury was 
made by Jam es H. Pound, atto rney for 
Colonel Roosevelt in the trial of the 
colonel’s suit against George A. Newett 
of the Ishpeming Iron Ore, demanding 
$10,000 damages for libel. He told the 
history of Roosevelt’s life, commenting 
especially on the great number of pub­ 
lic trusts he had held. 
Attorney Belden, for Mr. Newett, ob­ 
jected to Mr. Pound’s speech. 
Judge 
Flannigan sustained Mr. Pound, but 
the Roosevelt counsel had scarcely 
started his speech again before Mr. 
Andrews, ano ther of Newett’s lawy ers, 
protested vigorously . Again the court 
perm itted Mr. Pound to proceed on his 
way. 
Mr. Pound started to recite the fact 
that as president Colonel Roosevelt 
had appointed Mr. Newett postmaster, 
and again Mr. Andrews objected. 
Mr. 
Pound stopped his line of argument, 
but concluded: 
“I contend that this man acted as he 
did without the fear of God or the sac­ 
ram ent before his ey es.” 
Mr. Andrews objected hotly and 
Judge Flannigan ruled out the state­ 
m ent of Mr. Pound, and admonished 
him to keep within the law. 
During 
direct examination by his counsel, Col­ 
onel Roosevelt related briefly the his­ 
tory of his life and then in detail re­ 
lated his daily mode of living and hab­ 
its for many y ears past. 
He declared 
that he is not an intem perate user of 
intoxicating liq uors; that he does not 
like the taste of most liq uorfc and ab­ 
stained almost entirely from their use. 
He whimsically stated that not since 
j 
he had become of age had he ever 
been in the slightest degree under the | 
influence of intoxicants. 


The Colonel's Testim ony. 
Severe cross-examination of an hour j 
failed to shake his direct statem ent as 
to the extent of his drinking. The col­ 
onel declared he did not use highballs, 
cocktails, beer, red wine or tobacco; 
that sparingly and only on doctors' 
J 
prescription, in heavy campaigning or 1 
aftfer exposure, he had used whisky 
and brandy ; occasionally , as courtesy 1 
to hosts, white wine, sherry , cham -; 
pagne, of the latter a glass or two 
once a month; hasn’t used whisky or I 
brandy only after exposure in the past 
j 
fifteen y ears; Madeira wine often at j 
dinner; half a dozen mint juleps a 
y ear in W hite House; whisky , half a | 
dozen tim es in fourteen y ears; little 
brandy with milk in Africa and in hard 
campaigns. 
The colonel further de­ 
clared that he doesn’t like beer, whis­ 
ky or brandy ; has not patronized sa­ 
loons for twenty y ears; hasn’t carried 
a flask for twenty y ears, and has not 
been drunk since he became of age. 
The colonel was cross-examined by 
Horace N. Andrews of Cleveland, who 
approached 
his 
task 
with 
decided 
adroitness. 
The ex-president seemed 
to fathom Mr. Andrews’s clever and 
soft-spoken leads before the q uestions 
were framed. 
Invariably he turned 
Mr. 
Andrews’s 
insinuating 
thrusts 
with short, crisp sentences that made 
members of the jury smile in amuse­ 
m ent and caused the spectators to 
laugh covertly . 
Mr. Andrews q uestioned the colonel 
closely as to the varieties of liq uors 
kept in the W hite House cellars during 
his residence there. 
“I took over President McKinley ’s 
stock when I came,” the colonel start­ 
ed to answer. Attorney Belden object­ 
ed on the ground that the bringing in 
of President McKinley 's name in this 
connection was Irrelevant. 
The col­ 
onel was perm itted to complete his an­ 
swer. 
The testim ony of Jacob Riis, social 
worker and writer, given with charac­ 
teristic vigor and in the soft Danish 
dialect, was tremendously effective 
addressed to a jury made up largely of 
Johnsons, Fredricksons and Larsons. 
“The statem ent that Colonel Roose­ 
velt was a drinking man is a mon­ 
strous lie,” said Mr. Riis with em­ 
phasis. 
Dr. Alexander Lam bert said that had 
the colonel been an excessive user of 
alcoholic liq uor he would never have 
survived the shock when he was shot 
at Milwaukee last y ear. 
The witness 
said he was an expert on alcoholic 
cases and had treated 4,000 of them. 
“From y our close personal experi­ 
ence with Mr. Roosevelt on trips and 
in official life at W ashington, would 
y ou say he was a man who drank to 
excess o r no t?” Dr. Lam bert was 
asked. 
The witness replied with emphasis 
that the ex-president was extremely 
tem perate. 
The colonel was greatly pleased and 
cmiled broadly when Gilson Gardner, 
newspaper 
correspondent, declared: 
*T do not hesitate to say emphatically 
that not a member of the 125 news­ 
paper men at W ashington would for a 
moment seriously consider the propo­ 
sition that Theodore Roosevelt was a 
drinking man.”

London, May 28 .—A suit, the hear­ 
ing of which is expected to lay bare 
the inner history of the Marconi com­ 
pany and the details of the greatest 
gamble in the history of tne London 
stock exchange, in which several cab­ 
inet m inisters are said to have been 
involved, making the scandal the fore­ 
most political issue of the day , has 
been begun. 
W rits have been issued 
against the directors cf the wireless 
company on behalf of investors who 
complain that they lost from $5,000,000 
to $7 ,500,000 by the formation of a. 
pool, the operations of which brought 
down the price of shares from $20, at 
which the plaintiffs bought, to $5. 
The charge is that Godfrey Isaacs, 
managing director of the English Mar­ 
coni company , William Marconi and 
others, after the United W ireless com­ 
pany in New York was combined with 
the American Marconi company and 
the stock was increased to $10,000,000, 
of which the English guaranteed $7 ,- 
000,000, reserved for themselves 500,- 
000 shares, the price of which was 
rushed from $16 to $20 when they 
were placed on the m arket just after 
the Titanic disaster last y ear, but that 
150,000 shares held by *the American 
members of the pool were then thrown 
on the m arket and the price broke to 
$5, from which it has never recovered. 
Contending that the formation of 
the pool was illegal, the innocent in­ 
vestors are now try ing to force the 
directors of the company to return to 
them the difference between the par 
value of the shares and the highest 
m arket price at which they were dis­ 
posed of.

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The condition of rural churches in 
Indiana is one of the chief subjects 
which will come up for discussion at 
the state conference on agriculture 
and country life in Indiana, which 
has been called for June 3 and 4, 
at Indianapolis, by the Indiana Ban­ 
kers 
Association. 
Throughout tne 
state it is generally known, especial­ 
ly to the active workers in 
these 
churches, that something is radically 
wrong and it is expected that but of 
the state conference will come some 
practical suggestions which will go 
fa r tow ard correcting the prevailing 
conditions. 
It is generally said by 
the field representatives of the Chris­ 
tian, Presbyterian, Methodist, 
Bap­ 
tist, and other state church organi­ 
zations, that the rural churches as 
a whole are not holding their own. 
Scores of them have been abandoned. 
Scores of others are 
barely 
alive, 
with no regular ministers and only 
occasional services. 
Where there is 
one rural church that is prosperous* 
it is said, there are fifty 
that Ate 
¡going backward or 
standing 
Still* 
• 
This condition is charged to s e v ­ 
eral causes. 
The country church, it 
is said, has lost 
it:* old 
magnetic 
power as a community social center. 
The automobile and the interurban 
car has made it 
easier for farm 
people to get to city and town church 
services. In many counties there are 
from 
fifteen 
to 
twenty 
different 
church denominations, each 
one of 
which 
is 
struggling to 
keep 
its 
church alive and hold a regular pas­ 
tor. 
This is a financial burden that 
is proving too great for 
many 
of 
these congregations. 
The affair of the rural church will 
he brought before the state confer­ 
ence by Dr. Albert B. Storms, pas­ 
tor of the Central 
Avenue M. E. 
church, Indianapolis, who is not only 
one of the ieading ministers of Indi­ 
ana. but a forceful 
and 
eloquent 
speaker. 
His first 
intimate 
know­ 
ledge of rural church 
affairs came 
while he was president of the 
Iowa 
State Agricultural College, a place he 
held fo r six years, when he was in 
close contact with the farming ele­ 
ment. 
A fter coming to Indianapolis, 
Dr. Storm:» was, through the 
stacu 
denominational officers, 
enabled 
to 
continue his intimate 
inquiry 
into 
rural church conditions, and 
he is 
now regarded as one of the highest 
authorities of the state on this sub­ 
ject. 
The Indiana Public Library Com­ 
mission has also been looking into 
rural church affairs and will, through 


an extensive display of photographs 


at the state conference, 
show in a 


bird’s eye 
view the 
status of 
the 


churches. 
This will in itself be ail 


illuminative 
source of 
information 
to all who are interested in the wel­ 


fare of the Indiana country churches. 


It is expected that this general sub­ 


ject alone will attract many men and 
women from over Indiana to the con­ 


ference.
